In St. Louis the active support of the 
Business Men’sS™League was obtaiucd, 
and George Warren Brown of 4 Puort- 
land place, chairman of the board of 
the Brown Shoe Co., became chairman 
of a commtitee which tried to raise $15v,- 
000 in four days in this city. 

Now the Post-Dispatch has learned 
that a secret contract was in existence 
at the time, by which one-third of all 
the money subscribed in St. Louis and 
out in the State, was to be paid for tlfe 
promotion Services ‘of Lyman Dontin, 
who had cormducted successful commer- 
cial club membership campaigns at 
Belleville, St. Charles and at Louisiana, 
Mo.

CONGESTION CAUSE 
OF EMBARGO HERE 


Much-Needed Cars Used as 
Store Houses. Instead of 
Being Returned Prompty. 


WAREHOUSES ALL FILLED 


General Shortage of Equipment 
and Facilities Underlying 
Cause of Trouble. 


- 


Shortage of cars and other equipmer't 
and facilities is mainly responsible fur 
the embargo just placed by all of the 
Eastern railroads on carload shipments 
of all but a few commodities, according 
to statements of local officials of both 


the Eastern and Western railroads to- 
day to a Post-Dispatch reporter. 

One railroad official, who did not care 
to be quoted, said the failure of *he 
railroads during the last five years to 
adequately increase their equipment and 
faciltities was chiefly responsible for 
the difficulties the roads now were 
facing. This failure, he said, was due 
to the inability of the railroads either 
to earn or borrow the money they need- 
ed for the purpose. 

The rolling stock of the railroads 
should have been increased, additional 
yard facilities should have been sup- 
plied, many needed industrial spurs 
should have been installed and many of 
the roads should have double-tracked a 
major portion of their main lines, he 
said, but none of these things were done. 

East Fails to Return Cars. 

Another offickal charged the present 
trouble to the faliure of the eastern 
roads to return cars to the western 
roads, because Phe care are being used 
as storage houses all over the East. 
where it is impossible to unload tha 
freight, owing to the congestion of all 
of the warehouses, freight sheds and 
docks at the seaboard terminals, due 
largely to the great increase in expor:s. 

To facilitate the return of cars to their 
owners an experiment will be put into 
effect next Wednesday by the American 
}Railway Association, composed’ it" all 
the principal roads of the country, by 
Which compaéahiés that receive and load 
cars of other companies and send them 
in travel in a dipection away from the 
lines of the owning companies, will be 
fined, the fines being made payable to 
the car owners. 

Where the offending company admits 
its guilt in violation the new provision 
a fine of $ a day, while the car is in 
service “on its tracks, will be assessed 
against it, and in cases where the com- 
4A panies decline to admit violation of the 
rule by them, and their guilt is proved, 
a fine of $10 a day will be assessed. 

The enforcement of this provision is 
expected to cause the various companies 
to hasten the return of cars of all de- 
scriptions to the owning roads, the com- 
pany officials say, and relieve, some- 
what, the present congestion. 

Officials of all of the companies said 
the embargo provisions, which in the 
majn are uniform with respect to all of 
the roads, cannot possibly result in a 
tie-up of food supplies or result in a 
shortage of food supplies at any point 
in the country. 

Of the commodities exempted by the 
embargoes that heading the list is food- 
stuffs, of all descriptions, for domestic 
consumption, but not for export. Al} 
manufactured food for animals and poul- 
try is also exempt from the embargo 
rulings. 

Other Exempted Articles, 

Other articles on the list of all of the 
Eastern roads that have been made 
exempt are perishable freight of all 
kinds, livestock, Government freight of 
all descriptions, field seeds, seed grain, 
fertilizer, nursery stock, gasoline, news 
or book print paper, powder for mining, 
cordwood, muriatic acid, sulphuric acid, 
fluxing stone, dolomite, coal, coke and 
fuel oil. 

All other classes of freight that have 
been subjected to embargo can be 
shipped in‘carload lots over the tracks 
of Eastern roads only by special per- 
mission. Many of the railroads have 
placed embargoes applicable to their 
own individual lines, and which do not 
apply on other lines, local officials 
pointed out, and many of the roads re- 
fuse to accept carload shipments of 
freight originating on other lines, whi!l« 
they accept shipments of the same class. 
es of freight originating at potnts on 
their own lines.

Edward Simmons Lewis, 68 years old, 
president and editor of the St. Louis

“Enforcement of the law and a square

Lewis was one of the active supporters ‘ 
of Joseph W. Folk when he ran for 
Governor. Under Folk’s administration 
the excise laws were more strictly en- 
forced than ever before or since. Thom- 
as E. Mulvihill, then Excise Commis- 
sioner, was relentless in his’ dealings 
with saloon keepers who failed to ob- 
serve the. letter and the spirit of the law 
and he used his broad powers to insti- 
tute many rules for the conduct of sa- 
loons. Some of these have since [ailen 
into disuse.

Lewis began his business career as a 
wholesale dry goods salesman. He was 
at one time vice president of the Harga- 
dine-McKittrick Dry Goods Co. He or- 
ganized the Central National Bank and 
was vice president of the Missouri-Lin- 
coln Trust Co., which later merged with 
the Mercantile Trust Co. In 1912 he had 
charge of the collection of money in Mis- 
souri for Woodrow Wilson's presidentia, 
campaign.

He 
was president of the Mercantile Club 
for two terms. Lewis today said he 
would at omee give up his connection 
with the Star and would devote all his 
time to his new office. 

He long has been a prominent mem- 
ber of St. John’s M. E. Church and was 
once president of its Board of Trustees.

U. S. Lost 1400 


World War Century re 
Twice Drawn Into the Conflict

HE conduct of the United States 
ti aga suffering neutral in the last 

world war, more than a hundred 
years ago, appears’ to have been 
adopted by President Wilson as the 
policy to be followed in almost iden- 
tical circumstances today. 

The grievous extent of our injury in 
that great conflict, beginning with the 
execution of Louis XVI in 1793 and 
ending at Waterloo in 1815, may be 
inferrsi from the fact that, as a 
neutra!, we lost 1400 merchant ships, 
In the early period of that .war 
France, though for 20 years our faith- 
ful ally, became a bitter enemy in the 
destruction of our commerce with En- 
gland. | 


Under the treaty of 1778 with 
France, we had granted to her val- 
uable rrivileges in time of war in 
the use cf our harbors, but her abuse 
of these privileges led to controver- 
sies and a considerable curtailment 
of them... In 1795 we negotiated the 
settling 
many pcints of difference left over 
from the peace of 1783. 


France became so exasperated upon 
learning of. this treaty with: England 
that she refused to receive our Min- 
ister, C. C. Pinckney, and actually 
threatened him with arrest. All the 
while ship after. ship of United States 
citizens was being captured and con- 
demned for trading with England. 

In 1797 President. Adams appointed 
Pinckney, John Marshall and Elbridge 
Gerry commissioners to go to France 
and compose our differences, it having 
been intimated that aay would be re- 
ceived. 

Upon their arrival, the French For- 
eign Minister Taillyrand told them that 
before undertaking negotiations it would 
be necessary for the commissioners to 
present a “gift” of $240,000, to be divided 
between him and members of the Di- 
rectory. The Americans indignantly de- 
clined to deal in bribes and all except 
Gerry departed for home. 

Defense Measures Passed, 

When this information was made pub- 
lic in the United States, by reference to 
Congress in 1798, there was a demand for 
war. Congress dif not yield to the de- 
mand, however, but it passed 2 dif- 
ferent measures for national defense. 
One measure made a large increase in| 
the navy, another autliorized the enroll- | 
ment of 80,000 mén, another authorized al) 
merchant ships to afm and to use their 
armament when attacked ‘by French f 
armed vessels. 

Still another measure authorised the 
President to direct the convoying of 
merchant ships with war ships, which

The President was further authorized 
te direct naval commanders to bring into 
our poris, to be proceeded against ac- 
cording to the law of nations, any such 
vessels “‘which shall have committed, 
or which shall be found hovering on the 
coasts of the United States for the pur- 
pose of committing depredations on the 
vessels belonging to the citizens thereof; 
and also to retake any ship or vessel of 
any citicen or citizens of the United 
States, which may have been captured 
by any such armed vessel.” 

There was no concealment of the fact 
that the measure was aimed at French 
ships, as the preamble of the act recited 
the depredations of France on American 
commerce as the occasion of its adop- 

tion. ‘ 

War Without Declaration. 

From that time, May, 1798, to 1900, the 
United States was at war with France 
at sea, though war was not declared or 
considered by either country as actually 
existing. Battles were fought, property 
was captured by each and condemned, 
and each took the citizens of the other 


change, punishment or retaliation, ac- 
cording to the laws and usages of war.” 
Bighty-four French armed _ vessels 
were actually captured or destroyed by 
United States vessels. 

Tpward the close of 1799 it was inti- 
mated again to President Adams that 
France was ready to consider an adjust- 
ment of differences, and a commission 
headed by Oliver Ellsworth was sent to 
Paris. They negotiated a treaty of 

“Peace, commerce and navigation,’ 
which, howeyer, did not refer to the con- 
dition previously .existing as war, but 

as “differences which have arisen be- 
=n the two states.’ 

The treaty secured a recognition of 
our freedom of trade, stipulated for the 
mutual restoration of captured proper- 
ty, which had not been condemned, and 
left the matter of indemnity to be taken 
up subsequently, which was done by the 
treaty of 1803. 

While the Supreme Court in after 
years considered the Unifed States and 
France to have been engaged in a “‘par- 
tial or limited or qualified,’ war, neither 


ly existed in the intention of the parties. 
It furnishes a unique instnace where 
hostilities were carried on and war 
rights were exercised without the recog- 
nition of War. 

The treaty of 1800 actually furnished 
us little protection, for as the struggle 
of Europe against Napoleon went on, 
each was driven to more desperate 
measures and neutral rights were again 
swallowed up. Eventually, as we know, 
the United States actually entered the 
war, in 1812, but against Great Britain

“WASHINGTON, Feb. 16.—It was au- 
thoritatively announced ‘here today that 
a number of the largest print per 
manufacturers have submitted to the 
Federal Trade Commission a _ sigticd 
statement proposing that the commissicen 
take certain action which will be of the 
utmost importance to newspaper pu- 
lishers and relieve the present situation 
of prohibitive prices. An official. state- 
ment will be made later today. 

The action of the manufactuers fol- 
lows two days of conferences with the 
commission and the proposal was sub 
mitted to Francis J. Heney, special 
counsel for the commission, in its print 
paper investigation. The manufacturers 
hurried here soon, after it was announced 
that the Federal grand jury in New 
York had been asked to return indict- 
ments charging criminal violations of 
the anti-trust laws. 


Report to Congress About Ready. 
The commission’s report of its in- 


vestigation of the news print paper in- 
dustry is about ready to be presented fo 
Congress. No intimations of its con- 
tents have been given out, but it is 
understood to show that there is no real 
shortage of news print paper, as the 
manufacturers have contended, and that 
the paper mills of the country are in 
position to meet all ordinary demands 
upon them. 

Soon after the commission reached its 
conclusions and the Department of Jus- 
tice began paving the way for criminal 
prosecutions in the Federal courts, 4 
movement began among the manufac- 
turers which culminated in the signed 
statement which is before the trade 
commission. 

When the official announcement is 
made, it is said, publishers will see 
that a way has been found to relieve 
the disastrous situation which has con- 
fronted them for many months. The 
course of the Government in regard to 
the pending prosecutions will be de- 
termined later. 

There has been a strong intimation 
that the manufacturers might be wil)- 
ing to put the whole problem in the 
hands of the commission for solutiofi. 
Some manufacturers favor the sugges- 
tion that the commission determine an 
equitable price for their product. That 
would mean a complete concession by 
the makers, many of whom heretofore 
have discouraged the Trade Commis- 
sion’s efforts to bring manufacturers 
and publishers together.

Officers of the 
News Print Manufacturers’ Association, 
an organization of 68 individuals and 
companies, appeared as witnesses to- 
day before the special Federal grand 
jury chosen to investigate whether in- 
creases in the price of news print paper 
involve a criminal violation of the anti- 
trust law. 

After the manufacturers have testi- 
fied a number of newspaper publishers 
will be called, and it is expected that 
the investigation vill last at least a 
month.

SHOULD DOMINATE

WASHINGTON, Feb. 16.—Applause 
from both sides of the House today 
greeted @ declaration by Republican 
Leader Mann that the first duty of the 


United States was to look after affairs 
on the American continent, and that he 
hoped this country would not be drawn 
into the European war. Debate on the 
army appropriation bill was in progress 
when he spoke. 

“T am determined,’’ Mann said, ‘‘to do 
everything in my power to keep our 
country out of the European war. If it 
becomes necessary at any time for the 
United States to enter into it, I wil 
willingly join, but I am trusting with 
hope and faith that the President will 
do everything he thinks can possibly be 
done to keep us out. 

Should Dominate This Continent. 

“God only knows where we will land 
if this country enters the war. So far 
as we can, it is to our interest to re- 
main the dominant force on the Ameri- 
can continent, and not think that we 
should regulate the whole world. When 
we: have en, care of the republics in 
Central and Séltt® America, to the cred- 
it of ourselves and of civilization, it will 
be time enough to regulate the older na- 
tiong now engaged in conflict. I regret 
it, but I hope we can keep out of it.’’ 

Mann argued that if the United States 
were drawn into the war it could no 
longer claim the right to regulate Amer- 
ican affairs alone. 

In conclusion, Mann urged that the 
whole country stand together, regard- 
less Of what step was taken in the in- 
ternational crisis. 

Caiiowny’s Charges Brought Up. 

Represéntative J. Hampton Moore of 
Ponhsylvania, in a speech Wefore the 
House yesterday, challenged the Demo- 
crats to introduce a resolution to inves- 
tigate the charge made by Representa- 
tive Oscar Gallaway, Democrat, of 
Texas, that 25 of the leading newspapers 
of the United States had been subsidized 
by the war munitions interests to carry 
on @ propaganda to involve the United 
States in the European war.

Tuey had made extravagant promises 
of having a coach and four, 14 automo- 
biles, a regiment of soldiers, a prize 
fight and other things in his production, 
and when seen yesterday afternoon 
would give no adequate explanation why 
the show didn’t go on. He said, how- 
ever, that it would surely be given Feb. 
28. 

Tuey comes originally from Joplin, 
Mo., where his father was.a newspaper 
editor. There, when in school, he was 
known as Leo Tuohy. This combina- 
tion did not appeal te his esthetic sense, 
and he chose, as he explains it, the 
“actor’s prerogative’ of changing his 
name. | | 

Although Tuey owes a bill at the Hotel 
Jefferson, for which the management 
is anxiously waiting payment, he and 
Mrs. Tuey spent yesterday at the Wash- 
ington Hotel. Tuey himself, a medium- 
sized extremely slim man, with a piping 
voice and a penchant for perfume, come 
from his room out into the hallway to 
explain his case. 

- Both Insist on Talking. 

“Did you write that infamous arti- 
cle about me?” he demanded, bran- 
dishing a pipe in one hand and hold- 
ing onto the doorknob with the other. 
“Why, dear me, you are absurd! Posi- 
tively absurd!

U.S. MUST DEFINE 
CONTRABAND IF IT 
CONVOYS SHIPS 


War Vessel Required to Guare 
antee That Cargo of Mer- 
chantmen With It Is Legal. 


OLD RULES NOW IGNORED 


Protection Probably Would Be 
Demanded for Cargoes for 
All Neutral Countries. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 16.—The New York 
Evening Post prints the following from 
Washington: 

“Before the Government furnishes 
guns to American merchantmen or 4e- 
cides the question of protection for sea- 
men and passengers of American citl- 
zenship, President Wilson will consult 
Congress, asking that body for the nec- 
essary authority to assert American 
rights on the high seas. 

“If the President goes to Congress, it 
probably will be in a few days. He has 
no intention of asking for a declaration 
of war or any measures that might 
place the United States in the positicn 
of provoking hostilities. But the fre‘gint 
congestion in the United States and the 
reluctance of American steamship offi- 
clals to sail their vessels without de- 
fensive armament constitute perplexing 
phases of the situation‘that must soon 
be solved. i 

New Point Appears. 

“The suggestion that American ships 
be convoyed and that the United States 
undertake a policy of armed neutrality 
on the high seas is, to be sure, still un- 
der consideration, but it is just begin- 
ning to dawn on officials here that if 
the American Government essays to pro- 
tect American cargoes destined for ez- 
tente countries, similar protection must 
be given to shipments to neutral coun- 
tries contiguous to Germany which have 
been illegally blockaded by Great 
Britain. 

“The long established rule of convoys 
requires the commander of the naval 
vessel which is vouching for the mer- 
chantman accompanying it to pledge his 
word that no contraband is being car- 
ried. Before that can be done, however, 
the United States Government itself 
must decide what it will consider contra- 
band and noncontraband. Both sets of 
belligerents have so ignored previous 
rules that one can hardly think of a 
single thing, except possible needles or 
feathers, which is not on the contrabard 
list of Germany or Great Britain. 

“These lists have not been accepted 
by the United States, but the moment 
this Government begins to apply a 
rule with respect to shipments to 
Great Britain, the same policy must 
be followed in export to Holland, 
Sweden, Norway and other neutral 
countries where there is intense suf- 
fering on account of British block- 
ade. 

German’s Probable Attitude. 

“Germany probably would not -hesi- 
tate to modify her submarine warfare 
if the United States made her armed 
neutrality effective against Great 
Britain as well as Germany, because 
this would mean foodstuffs for Teu- 
tonic countries, but there is no likell- 
hood that the American Government 
will wish to weaken the _ British 
blockade in the face of the German 
destruction of human life on the high 
seas. Considerations of strict neu- 
trality gave way to a benevolent neu- 
trality the moment Germany’s depar- 
ture from international law partook 
of barbarism in the destruction of 
the Lusitania, when no consideration 
of military necessity could have jus- 
tified the sinking without warning of 
the huge passenger liner and its car- 
go of human lives. 

“So the situation here is drifting 
along without a definite program of 
future action. Armed neutrality and 
convoys have their disadvantages, in 
that if applied in aid of one group of 
belligerents such steps will be con- 
strued as an act of hostility by the 
other. 

“The arming of American ships for 
defense against submarine attack is 
in accordance with accepted princi- 
ples of international law, and for the 
present seems to be about the only 
step that can be taken without in- 
volving the United States Government 
in acts of partisanship.”

BIG INCREASE IN COST © 
OF RAILWAY SUPPLIES 


Fiftty-Two Per Cent of Articles 
Bought in 1915 Will Cost $3,350,- 
000 More This Year. 

A table showing the increased cost in 
railway supplies has been prepared by 
N. M. Rice, second yice president of the 
St. Louis and San Francisco railrvad, 
and a summary éf the table was made 

public today. 

According to the table 62 per cent of 
the supplies bought in 1915 will cost $3,- 
350,000 more this year than then—an in- 
crease of 119 per cent. The rest of the 
material has increased in cost 60 per 
cent, 

If the same number of axles is 
oought this year as in 1915, says the 
summary, the cost will be 257 per cent 
greater. The ificreased cost of brake 
beams is 86 per cent. The same number 
of high speed drills would cost $47,500 
more, and the same number of continu- 
ous joints would cost $152,000 more. 

If the same number of track spikes {fs 
used in 1916 as were used in 1915 the cost 
will be $209,000 more. Boiler tubes have 
increased 201 per cent and steel wheels 
107 per cent.

Postal Bill Amendment Excludes 
Liquor and Liquor Ads From 
Prohibition States. 


FOUGHT BY THE DRY 


They Fear Drastic Measure Will 
Have Reactionary Effect on 
Prohibition Movement. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 16.—Senators fa- 
voring prohibition failed today in an 
effort to reverse the action of the Sen- 
ate yesterday by eliminating from the 
postal bill the Reed amendment to make 
it a crime to import liquor into states 
which prohibit its manufacture and 
Sle. By a vote of 28 to 38 a motion of 
Senator Kenyon to throw out the Reed 
amendment was defeated. 

Prohibition advocates feared the Reed 
amendment might have a reactionary 
effect on the prohibition movement. 

Senator Kenyon in moving to strike 
the Reed amendment from the bill said 
he was not ready for the Federal Gov- 
ernment to take drastic action at this 
time and felt it should be left to the 
states. 

The amendment to the postoffice ap- 
propriation. bill to make it a crime to 
ship liquor into prohibition states was 
added by Senator Reed of Missouri to 
the Jones’ amendment, barring news- 
papers or other publications, letters or 
postal cards containing liquor adver- 
tisements from the mails in states which 
have laws again such advertising. It 
was adopted after brief debate by a vote 
of 45 to ll, by the Senate sitting as 
committee of the whole. 

Text. of Reed Amendment. 

The Reed amendment is as follows: 

“Whoever shall order, purchase or 
cause intoxicating liquors to be trans- 
ported in interstate commerce except for 


| scientific, sacramental, medicinal or me- 


chanical -purposes into any state or ter- 
ritory, the laws of which state or ter- 
ritory prohibit the manufacture or sale 
therein of intoxicating liquors for bev- 
erage purposes, shall be punished by a 
fine of not more than $1000 or impris- 
oned not more than six months, or both, 
and for any subsequent offense shall be 
imprisoned not more than one year.” 
The effect of this provision, if finally 
acvepted by the Senate and agreed tu 
by the House, would be to_ make ail 
prohibition states ‘‘bone dry.” It would 
operate against provisions in various 
states permitting importation of limit- 
ed amounts of liquor for individual 
consumption. 
; The original Jones,amendment to. bar 
liquor advertisements from the malls in 
states having. anti-liquor advertising 
laws attaches the same penalties as 
provided in the Reed amendment. 
Details of Amendment. 
Under this provision no newspaper, 
pamphlet, letter, ‘postal card, circular 
or publication of any kind containing 
liquor advertisements could be mailed 
into the dry states. To prevent prose- 
cution of innocent persons the measur:: 
explicitly states that “if the publisher 
of any newspaper or other publication, 
or the agent of such publication, or if 


any dealer in such liquors or his agent, 


shall knowingly’’ cause liquor adver- 
tisements to be mailed in violation of 
the proposed law, he shall be guilty of 
violating the law.

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CUBAN WATERS 10 
HELP AMERICANS 


Foreigners Have Not Yet Been 
Molested in Uprising Against 
Government. 


REBEL DEFEATS REPORTED 
Official Report Admits That 
Some Troops at Santiago 
Have. Mutinied. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 16.—Two Amer- 
ican warships are at anchor toduy in 
Cuban ports. The Petrel, a gunboat, is 
at Santiago, which is held by rebels. 


|jand the Dixie, a repair ship, is at Ha- 


vana. Developments in the revolution- 
ary situation are not of an alarming 
character, but, the ships will be held in 
Cuban waters as long as there appears 
possibility of danger to Americans or 
their interests. ‘ 

Gen. Fernandez, commanding the rebe!] 
garrison at Santiago, offered no opvosi- 
tion to the entry into the harbor of the 
American gunboat Petrel. Conservatives 
in Santiago have been sternly treated 
by Fernandez, the more prominent of 
them having been made prisoners. 

Minister Gonzales reported to the State 
Department today that no destruction 
of property had occurred and foreigners 
have not been molested. Some anxiety 
was caused by the isolation at Cama- 
guey of many tourists, but information 
available at Havana indicated they were 
in no danger. Rebels have interrupted 
traffic over the railway between Cama- 
guey and Havana. 

President Menocal’s proclamation 
promising protection to all loyal per- 
sons regardless of previous affiliations, 
served to relieve some anxiety which 
had been aroused at the State Depart- 
ment by reports that he was contem- 
plating reprisals and the adoption of 
drastic corrective measures. 


HEAVY FIGHTING 
BETWEEN CUBAN 
TROOPS ANDREBELS 


Engagement in Which Several 
Revolutionists Are Killed 17 
Miles From Havana. 


HAVANA, Feb. 16.—Heavy fighting 
occurred last night between rebels and 
Government troops near Hoyo, Color- 
ado, 17 miles west of Havana. Several 
of the rebels were killed. 

In spite of'a plot among certain mem- 
bers of the Havana police against the 
Government there is a more optimistic 
tone in Government circles due to the 
loyalty of the navy. Several Cuban war 
vessels have escaped from Santiago 
and it is believed the city soon will 
be recovered from the revolutionists. 
High officials say the movement 
begun there by Rigoberto Fernandez 
is not a popular one. Lieut. Wilfred 
Diaz, aide to Fernandez, escaped on 
the Cuban school ship Patria, which 
arrived here from Santiago. 

Telegraphic communication has 
been restored with the province of 
Camaguey, where fighting is reported 
between 800 troops against an unknown 
number of revolutionists. 

Baldomera Acosta and Pina Guerro, 
with their bands of revotutionists, 
are still making for the Pina del Rio 
hills. Their rear guard has been at- 
tacked in a running fight. 

Search in German circles here 
failed to reveal anyone who knew 
Capt. Boehm, a German army officer 
held at Falmouth, who, according to 
a London dispatch, had in his posses- 
sion a chart of Santo Lucia Bay, 
Cuba, where German agents. were as- 
serted ‘to have obtained oil conces- 
sions.

A writer on scientific subjec as attempted 
to answer the frequently propounded question as 
to what the United States could do if it should 
be drawn into war against Germany.

NEW form of fire peril is com 
A ing into prominence as a cause 

of much Jestruction, and its fires 
are so directly associated with care- 
lessness that it has been deemed 
necessary to issue a special warning 
to the people of the United States. 
Because of their convenience, small 
electric devices, such as pressing 
irons, curling irons, toasters, electric 
pads or blankets, electric plate warm- 
ers and electric sterilizers or heaters 
are now to be found in almost every 
community. If these were used with 
proper care the danger would be 
negligible, but, unfortunately, a pro- 
portion of their users does not realize 
the peril of leaving then in circuit 
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when not in use. In such cases these 
devices tend to become overheated, 
whereupon they are likely to-set firs 
to anything combustible with which 
they are in contact. 

Most of these fires are small, but 
the aggregate loss is large, and oc- 
casional instances show extensive 
damage, as in the case of the $350,090 
fire in the Boston residence of Ex- 
Gov. Draper; this was traced to an 
electric plate warmer in the pantry. 

Fires of this class furnish a special 
peril to life, being most frequent in 
dwellings and often breaking out at 
night. A characteristic example is 
that in which an electric pressing 
iron is left upon the ironing board, 
with the current turne@ow, and then 


forgotten. In sucn a se the fire 


-may not occur until some hours lat- 


er. The burning of the residence of 
John Wanamaker, several years ago. 
was due to an electric pressing iron. 

That this form of hazard is al- 
ready assuming large proportions 
appears from the statistics. For ex- 
ample, the Actuarial Bureau of the 
National Board of Fire Underwriters 
in one day noted approximately 100 
reports of fires from this cause, out 
of a total of 2000 losses in the day’s 
reports, and it estimates that small 
electrical devices are causing fires at 
the rate of 30,000 or more in the 
course of a year. 

It is safe to say that most of 
these fires are entirely preventable, 
and can be —— to nothing but

The Nervous Child and His Diet 


HE anemic and nervous child re- 
quires proteids. Milk and eggs 
should be given freely, and cream 

served on cereals and desserts. Midway 


between meals he should be given a cup 
of cocoa or a few tablespoonfuls of 
beef tea, and just before bedtime a cup 
of peptonized or malted milk. 

To prepare the malted milk, add a tea- 
spoonful of extract of malt to a cup of 
milk. Warm peptonized milk is a sooth- 
ing beverage at bedtime. To prepare 
this, buy the pepsin in liquid form or 
tablets, and dissolve in milk according 
to instructions on the bottle, tube or 
box. Pepsin can be bought at any first- 
class drugstore. ae : 

Whey, junket and gelatin custards 
eaten with cream are nourishing des- 
serts. 

Beef juice, which is highly desirable 
for the anemic child, can be prepared 
in one of two ways—from broiled or from 
raw beef. Broil one pound of round 
steak, cut thick, until the outside is 
seared and the inside remains blood- 
red; extract the juice with a meat press 
or a lemon squeezer. A pound of steak 


should yield from four to eight table- 
spoonfuls of juice. Season with salt and 
serve warm or cold. To warm, place the 
cup holding the juice in warm water. 
Heat just sufficiently to satisfy the 
palate; never raise it to the tempera- 
ture at which the albumen appears as 
flakes of meat floating in the juice; it 
them becomes difficult to digest. 

To prepare the juice without cooking, 
have one pound of round steak chopped 
fine; place it in a covered jar with 
12 tablespoonfuls of cold water and a 
pinch of salt; stand in a cold place six 
hours, shaking occassionally. Turn this 
into a coarse muslin bag, twist very 
hard, season and serve as above. The 
beef-juice so prepared is not so tasty 
as when the steak is first broiled, but it 
is more nutritious and more economical. 

In case of acute illness, with a phys!i- 
cian in charge of the case, the mother 
should be most accurate in writing down 
the diet directions and should follow 
them without deviation. A slight change 
in the proportions or method of prepar- 
ing food in time of illness may undo all 
the care and medicine supplied by the 


family doctor.

Brown 
richly on both sides with some fat trim- 
mings in a hot frying pan, then place 
them in the casserole, cover with lay- 
ers of sliced raw potatoes, sprinkle each 
layer with %4 teaspoon salt, % teaspoon 
pepper, 1 tablespoon flour and dot over 
with 1 tablespoon of butter, continuing 
until three cups of potatoes have been 
used. Then pour in 2 cups of stock, 
cover closely and cook until the chops 
aré tender (about 1 hour). Serve in the 
casserole.

Cover and simmer slowly until 
the meat is tender. Serve in the casse- 
role. Six small carrots may be par- 
boiled, drained and added with the 
onions. 

Round Steak en Casserole—Trim off 
the fat and remove the bone from round 
Steak, and cut in uniform pieces for 
Serving, 1 inch in thickness. Poune 
each piece on both sides with the edge 
of a saucer. Sprinkle with salt and 
pepper and dredge with flour. Brown 
richly on both sides in a hissing hot 
frying pan, well greased with bacon fat. 
Remove to a hot casserole, and add 
brown stock to cover. To the bacon fat 
in the pan add 2 tablespoons of butter; 
in this saute 2 cups of sliced onions, 
previously parboiled 2 minutes. Cover 
the steak in the casserole with the pre- 
pared onions, add 1 cup of sliced car- 
rots, and season with salt and pepper; 
cover, and cook slowly in the oven un- 
til the vegetables are tender. Serve 
from casserole with baked potatoes. 
This may be served in small individual 
casseroles, if preferred. 

Stuffed Veal Cutlet en Casserole— 
Pound 1 thin slice of veal to % inch 
thickness. Cut in pieces 3 inches by 5 
inches. Scrape the pulp from the trim- 
mings and from % pound of a cheaper 
cut of veal, chop finely or put through 
meat chopper, add 1 slice bacon finely 
chopped, and % cup of bread crumbs

Cook slowly in the 
oven for 1 hour, then add 1 cup of 
canned peas, potato balls cut from raw 
potatoes with French vegetable cutter, 
previously parboiled 8 minutes, carrot 
balis delicately browned in hot butter, 
and %-pound of fresh mushrooms 
browned in 2 tablespoons of hot butter. 
The liquor in the casserole may be thick- 
ened with 2 tablespoons flour diluted 
with cold water or stock before adiing 
the vegetables. Cover and continue cook- 
ing until the vegetables are tender.

Simon Lake Says His Patent Will 
Enable Compliance With Inter- 
national Laws, 
BRIDGEPORT, Conn., Feb. 16.—Simon 
Lake, inventor of the even-keel sub- 
marine and vice president of the lake 
Torpedo Boat Co., has been granted ~ 
patent for a torpedo device which en- 
ables submarines to warn all enemy 
Ships before sinking them, without in 
the least endangering the safety of the 

U-boat. 

“This device,” said Lake, “will en- 
able the undersea craft to comply with 
‘all requirements of international law 
of visit and search, without in anv way 
impairing its deadliness and _ po-ver. 
Heretofore it has been necessary for sut 
marines to arise to the surface and ap- 
proach a ship head on and maneuver 
the craft until the torpedo couid be 
trained upon the prey. This new device 
permits the U-boat to approach the ene- 
my vesse} and fire warning shots across 
her bow while under full headway, fol- 
lowing alongside the fleeing enemy in 
the meantime. The torpedo can be 
trained ready for action at any moment 
the warning is not heeded or there is 
any attempt on the part of the hostile 
crew to fire on the U-boat.”’

A second clinic was held this after- 
noon and this evening, in the city audi- 
torium in East St. Louis. Dr. East in 
a public address will tell how to take 
precautions against infantile paralysis. 

In infantile’ paralysis, after the pa- 
tient has passed through the crisis, Dr. 
East said, the treatment consists simply 
of curing the deformity, and then teach- 
ing the child, for a second time, to use 
its muscles. 

Of the five children examined at the 
clinic the worst case was that of Eliza- 
beth Miller, 1 year old, of Lebanon, Ill, 
She has lost the use of both legs and 


partly of one arm. Dr. East said the, 


legs and arm should be placed in casts, 
to remedy their deformity, but the casts 
should be removed each day, six days u 
week, to permit massaging. The mus- 
cles, which were flaccid and unused, 
should be flexed 10 times each day, he 
said. The knees and ankles were limp. 
He advised bending each joint ten times 
each day, gently. 

The casts are to prevent the sound 
muscles from developing and growing 
away from rm affected ones, thereby 
causing deformity 


In other cases where the muscles were 
inactive but where no deformity ap- 
peared, Dr. East said to “just let them 
get well.” “‘Those are cases where ma3- 
terly inactivity and watchful waiting 
are successful,’’ he remarked. 

Unusual Case From Pennsylvania. 

An unusual case was that of Elizabeth 
Evans, 9 years old, who was taken to 
the clinic from her home in Option, Pa., 
by her mother. She had the disease in 
August, 1915, leaving her helpless in 
both legs, and slightly affected in one 
arm. Dr. East said that she probably 
would have to wear casts or braces for 


a year, and that then she again would 


have to be taught to walk, just as if she 
were a baby. 

The effect of infantile paralysis, the 
lecturer explained, is to destroy the mo- 
tor nerve cells of the spinal cord. The 
solution is to teach the child to utilize 
the surplus cells which never have been 
in use. Patience is the principal thing 
required by parents and physicians, Dr. 
East said. 

He told of a man who attended one of 
the recent clinics in a small Ilinois 
town, and went away disappointed be- 
cause he had not been supplied with a 
liniment which would restore the use 
of his child's helpless legs. 

Contrary to public opinion, infantiic 
paralysis is one of the least communi- 
cable of diseases, Dr. East declare¢. 
The epidemic rate of scarlet fever is 33 
cases out of every persons exposed, he 
said, while the rate of infantile pavaly- 
sis is somewhere between two and s*ven 
out of 100. 

409 of 1400 Cases in Chicago. 

Of the more than 1400 cases of in- 
fantile paralysis in Illinois last sum- 
mer, 400 were in Chicago. Dr. Hast 
said that 82 per cent of the patients 
do-not reeover all their functions. 
The death rate in Illinois last summer 
was 12 out of 100, as compared to 25 
out of 100 in New York, he said. 

The St. Clair County Medical Socie- 
ty, under whose auspices the clinic 
was held, passed a resolution oppos- 
ing a bill in the Legislature which 
provides for a Department of Health, 
but which does not specify that a 
medical man must beat the head of 
it.

WHEAT DAMAGED BY DROUTH 


Dry Spell in Southwest Missouri Said | 
to Be Worst Since 1888. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., Feb. 16.—The 
worst drouth here since 1888 has caused 
great damage to Southwest Missouri's 
wheat crop, farmers say, and, unless 
relief comes soon, it is feared the crop 
will be a failure. There has béen little 
precipitation in this part of the State 
since last June.
